READ THIS FIRST 

We have designed your telephone to conform to federal 
regulations and you can connect it to most telephone 
lines. However, each device you connect to the phone 
line draws power from it. This power draw is the device’s 
Ringer Equivalence Number, or REN. The REN is shown 
on the bottom of your phone. 

If you are using more than one phone or other device on 
the line, add up all the RENs. If the total is more than five 
(or three in rural areas), your phones might not ring. If 
ringer operation is impaired, remove one of the devices 
from the line. 

If your phone causes problems on the phone line, the 
telephone company can disconnect your service. The 
phone company tries to notify you in advance.

USING THE PHONE 



Set RINGER to HI/LO/OFF for a

Switch to TONE or PULSE to match 
the type of service you have. If you 
have pulse (rotary) service, you can 
switch to TONE during a call to use 
tone services. 


Press for special services 
such as Call Waiting. 


Press REDIAL to dial the 
last number dialed (up to 
31 tone or 32 pulse digits) 



Press to hang up. 


Plug the handset cord into 
the jacks on the handset 
and base. 


Press FLASH to produce a timed switchhook sig- 
nal for special services such as Call Waiting. 

Note: If you do not subscribe to any special ser- 
vices, pressing FLASH might disconnect the call. 

Press VOLUME to adjust the volume to a comfortable 
listening level — normal, high, or the highest. 
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
